Three-fourths of them are armed with modern rifles 


and have abundant ammunition. 
They are ragged almost to naked- 


ness. Most of them are thoroughly accustomed to the bushwhacking 


methods of the Spaniards and are peifectly familiar with every trail 


in the vicinity of Santiago. 


With the intention of protecting the American advance on San- 


tiago, detachments will be sent towards Guantanamo t<5 give warning 


in case an attempt is made to form a junction with General Pando's 


army in Santiago. A confereuca between Gen. Shafter and Gen. 


Garcia will be held to-morrow. A plan of co-operation of the 


American and Cuban armies has been agreed upon, not only in the 


campaign in Santiago but for the subsequent movement on Havana 


and Matanzas. Gen. Garcia's plan is to march his entire army 


overland and along the northern coast of Cuba, t eeping in touch as 


well as he can with the United States army. As soon as possible he 


will effect a junction with the insurgent forces under Gen. Gomez 


who is now west of Havana. The other bodies of insurgents, it is 


said, will ako be brought in, it be'n j the j lau of Cuban leaders to 


have at least 20,000 near Havana when the time arrives for the in- 


vestment of that city.
